May Me and Wife, Former Prim 


Donna of Grand Opera In 


Serious Condition. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., August 3.—> 


Mme. 
Gerville-Reache, former prima 


donna of the Manhattan Opera Co., 
and her husband, Dr. George Ram- 
baud, director of the Pasteur Insti- 
tute of New York, were seriously In- 
jured when, on an abrupt turn of 
Violet avenue, four 
miles east of 


this city, their automobile jumped 
the road, turned over four times, 
and crushed seven of its occupants 
beneath it. 


Dr. Rambaud, one of the most 


noted physicians in the world, was 
reported in such a critical condition 
in the Vassar hospital that the doc- 
tors of the institution refused to ex- 
press an opinion as to whether or 
not he might survive. 


Mme. 
Gervile-Reache also is in a 


serious condition. She suffered frac- 
tures of two ribs and the collar bone 
with consequent internal 
injuries, 


but the physicians hope that she will 
recover. 


The others injured were: 
Mile. Valentine Gerville-Reache a 


sister of Mme. Gerville-Reache, con- 
cussion of the brain. 


M. Jean Gerville-Reache, of Par- 


is, an artist, two ribs and collar 
bone broken. 


Mile. Jbemoyne Loren, internal in- 
juries and probably 
concussion ot 
the brain. 


Albert Joquet, friend of the fam- 


ily who was driving the car, bruised 
on head and body. 


Mile. Paulette Loren, of Paris, a 


niece of Dr. Rambaud, concussion 
of the brain. 


The only one in the machine who 


escaped serious harm, was Paul, the 
two year old son of Dr. and Mme. 
Rambaud, who. although flung 25 
feet through the air, alighted on a 
soft earth bank and was only slight- 
ly bruised. 


The party was returning by au- 


tomobile from Saranac, where they 
had spent the early part of the sum- 
mer. 


It is believed that Mr. Joquot, who 


was driving the car, was unfamiliar 
with the road, for the machine was 
approaching the dangerous turn at a 
speed of 30 miles an hour. 


It leaped the bank on its side, and 


then, with its engine still pounding, 
went rolling sidewise into a field. 


W. H. Kckert, of Poughkeepsie, 


was driving about half a mile from 
the scene of the accident when ha 
met a breathless woman running 
along the road. 
She had found tha 


injured people and had been begged 
by Joquot to hasten as fast as she 
could for assistance. 


Kckert hurried to the scene. 
Ha 


saw quickly that it was impossible 
to carry all the injured in his buggy, 
so he dashed to a farm house for aid. 


lie saw telephone wires running 


into the house, and unable to arouse 
anybody, smashed a window through 
which he climbed. 
He called two 


physicians from Poughkeepsie. Mrs. 
John A Card and John H. Cottar. 


All the injured except Dr. Rain- 


band had regained 
consciousness, 


and were in the greatest pain when 
the physicians arrived. 
They were 


hurried to the Vassar Hospital at 
Poughkeepsie.

ARE VISITED 


BY EXPERTS

Writes 
of 


Urettt Work Accomplished by 


Farm Station Ot1Ul»ls. 


Kditor Advocate: The county fairs 


commence this week, and in order 
to answer questions about orchard 
work in Southeastern Ohio, 1 have 
just gone over a part of Mr. Ballou'g 
work. 
We went via Zanesville and 


down the Muskingum river road to 
Belpre. 
We had not gone far east 


till we noted that the rainfall 
had 


bt-on much greater than at Newark 
and some very fine corn was Been in 
the bottoms along the 
Muskingum 


river. 


The scenery along the Musklngum 


is beautiful. The river is not "green 
rolled by the hills" on either side, 
but the brown, and in many places 
gullied hills are bordered by many 
magnificent green patches of alfalfa 
along tho river. 
What a wonderful 


plant this is. They were making it 
into hay in some places and it look- 
ed so good that if a cow should feed 
on it she would give milk so rich 
that it could be molded into butter 
prints without churning. Nea^ Mar- 
ietta the truck patches were looking 
quite good, though in some places 
the tomatoes seemed to be blighting. 
About Belpre, however, they 
have 


had little rainfall and the tomato 
and melon patches are drying 
uy 


without yielding their owners mucfi 
revenue. 


At Belpre we visited probably the 


oldest orchard in the state, mostly 
Putnam russets. 
The orchard 
has 


not been doing much good for years. 
Last year a man took it on shares 
after it 
had 
been 
sprayed 
once. 


There came quite a frost 
and tho 


owner in a fit of kindness told the 
lessee he would relieve him 
from 


further obligations to care for the 
orchard, but the lessee said: "I will 
give you $100 for your share." The 
offer was accepted and in the fall, 
for his $100 the lessee had 400 bar- 
rels of fine apples. 


In order to better see the country 


and have a better chance to look ov- 
er the work>we drove from Belpre 
to Torch Hill, in Athens country. 


Along the river we saw some love- 


ly views, many pieces of rich bottom 
land. No wonder the Indians did not 
want to give this country up to Hie 
white man. 
Not far from Belpre a 


monument marks the 
place where 


stood the blockhouse in which 
the 


whites took refuge during the In- 
dian wars. 


The first stop we made was at the 


orchard of a Mr. Lewis. This orch- 
ard is divided by the B. & O. S. W. 
railroad, five 
rows of trees being 


north of the railroad and four rows 
south. 
The part south of the rail- 


road has been used as a. feed lot for 
hogs, calves, etc.; that north is 
a 


part of a field and has received the 
same treatment as the field, 1. 
e., 


when the field was in corn the orch- 
ard was in corn, and so 
on. 
The 


first tiling you will at once notice is 
the size of the trees in the feed lot. 


Mr. Ballou was attracted to this 


orchard because the trees had 
lost 


their foliage and were in very bad 
condition. 
The 
trees 
are 
Rome 


Beauty, and this year they are full 
to overflowing. 
From one tree, the 


first time they went over it, they 
took off 24.32 apples, and after two 
weeks they recognized that 
there 


were yot too many apples and they 
took off 1471 more, making in 
all 


Sftfl^ apples taken off, and 
what 


magnificent apples are left, smooth, 
and largo; seldom can one be found 
affected with scab or codling moth. 
Tlieso apples 
will 
practically 
all 


grade "fancy," and they are expect- 
ing thorn to average 25 bushels per 
tree. And so we spent the day look- 
ing over this work. 
What a royal 


day it was. 
I can not tell you 
all 


about it, but lot mo tell you a little 
about another orchard, an orchard 
of 18 acres. 
Three years ago the 


owner was contracting the wood in 
this orchard,going to cut it down as 
an incumbrance, when the 
station 


Raid: "Let us take a part of 
this 


orchard and show yon what can be 


." 
This spring the owner set 


out with apples, 20 acre* adjoining 
the old orchard. Surely this 
man 


has been couvorted from the error 
of hia way. 
| 


Oh, there are so many interesting 


and valuable lessons being brought 
out in thin work. 
Those interested 


must «et the bulletin that Mr. Ballou 
will write next winter. 
It will read 


like a fairy tale, but it will all 
be 
true.

AN AGRICULTURAL 


TRAIN WILL VISIT 


LICKING COUNTY 


Ohio farmers will b« given an oppor- 


tunity to obtain new pointers 
from 


ex|>erts of the Ohio State University's 
college of agriculture, 
when several 


railroads 
run 
special 
agricultural 


trains over their lines. 


A corps of instructors from the uni- 


versity 
started 
Thursday 
morning 


over the Biff Four on the most exten- 
sive educational campaign ever con- 
ducted by special train, embracing six 
different railroad lines. The itinerary 
covers 27 days of lecturing at nearly 
200 Ohio towns. In all the instructors 
will travel nearlv 2,000 miles, carrying 
the gospel of better farming to thous- 
ands of farmers in the Buckeye state. 


Startinar on the Big Four, a special 


train will be conducted 
over 
that 


route until August 7. August 9, the 
Nickel Plate will run a similar train 
for three davs, then August 14. a siv 
day's tour will begin on the C., H. and 
D. Beginning with the week of August 
21, the Panhandle and the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern, will run special agri- 
culture trains. 


The B. and O. railroad will run a 


special from Akron to Pataskala, Aug- 
ust 21. 22 and 23. 


Special instruction will be given in 


soil fertility, wheat culture and seed 
corn selection and illustrated 
litera- 


ture will be distributed. 
Everything 


will be free and there will be nothing 
to advertise and nothing to sell on the 
train. 


The train will leave Akron on the 


morning of August 21 and make Rit- 
man, 
Creston, 
Lodl, 
Sullivan, and 


Greenwich and on the way to Sandusky. 
A night lecture will be given at the. lat- 
ter city and the last two days will be 
spent on the Sandusky, Newark and 
Columbus division. 


August 22 stops will be 
made 
at 


Monroevllle, Plymouth. Shelbv, Mans- 
field, Lexington and Belleville. 
The 


last day will be devoted to Belleville. 
Fredericktown, Mt. 
Vernon, 
Utica, 


Louisville and Pataskala. 


From one to two and one-half hours 


will be spent at each point, sufficient 
to give visitors a good opportunity to 
make thorough inspection of the train

Pearl. He was president of the bank, 
but lost sums of the 
institution's 


money in various stock exchanges. 
Later he gave many thousands 
of 


dollars to a man who was to •market 
an invention of ManUer's to prevent 
the robbery of bank 
vaults. 
This 


man proved unworthy, he said, and 
when he realized he could not make 
good his shortage of $.10.000 he fled. 
For three years he wandered through 
the west, but finally tired of trying 
to secure money to pa> his debt and 
came here and surrendered himself.
